This wry comment by an un- 
known but pithy observer gets 
currency in “Managers ~ in 
Maine,” a new Bowdoin College 
publication which comes off the 


. prese next week, 


In numbers, manager govern 
ment of municipalities in the 
atate has been almost phenom 
-enally successful: 61 per cent 
of the population living in 187 
municipalities under managers, 
a figure that. far outranks that 
Of the rest of the nation, — 
This is one of the findings 


. authors James Wilson, Direc- 


tor of Bowdoin's Bureau of Re- 
search in Municipal Govern- 
ment, and Robert W. Crowe, re- 
‘search fellow, make in their 
erltical survey of the manager 
system in Maine. 

_ But quantity alone fs not the 
full measure of managerial 
siecess, Sounding out the 
Mavagera, council heads oy first 
séleclmen of all Maine com- 
munities operating under the 
system, the’ authors discovered 
many town managers ag over- 
burdened with duties ag the 
proverbial donkey: 

“Forty per cent of Maine's 
managers are, in addition to 
thief administrator, the tax 
collector, overseer of the poor, 
road commissioner, town. trea- 
atrer and purchasing agent si- 
myltaneously, Add to this list 
the jobs of building inspector, 
civil defense director, health 
officer, constable, police chief, 
town clerk, auditor, fire mar- 
shal, tree warden and superin- 
tendent of cemeteries and one 
ean begin to get some idea of 
the varied responsibilities of 
the office of town manager,” 

On the other side of the coin 
is the manager who is vir- 
tually just an “errand boy" 
because traditional fears have 
put severe limits on his au- 
thority, 

Municipal managership in 
Maine evolved froin political 
reform movements. Auburn, jn 
1918, was the first city to adopt 
it council-manager plan. Port- 
Jand’s first attempt to gain a 
charter failed in 1921 but the 
determination of a civic group, 
the Committee of One Hundred, 
to clean up city government 
won out In 1923, 

Nor did the rural areas es- 
cape the hands of “apoilamen,” 
the publication says. “Despite 
the romantic notions many peo- 
ple still have about’ small 
towns, especially thoae in nor- 
thorn New England, these gov- 
trnments are susceptible to all 
the vices of their larger, more 
urban relatives.,.Even where 
the honesty of offictals is above 
reproach, there {a a tendency 
for family dynasties, ax well 
as informal political machines, 
to develop...The favoritiam, 
poor administration and: un- 
democratic machinations that 
kenerally ensue, have prompt- 
ed local groupa to embrace mans 
Ager Rovernment ax a reform 
menaure," 

Among the factors influenc- 
ing growth of the eystem is, 
of course, the tireless work of 
many dedicated individuals, 
One of these is Orran CG. Hore 
mell, Professor of Government 
at Bowdoin for more than 40 
Years, who, aa a pioneer In the 
reform era, traveled far and 
wide in Maine and other New

Previously, the dis- 
qualification period was limit- 
ed to the week for which such 
application was made and the 
maximum. benefits reduced, The 
law also’; #rovides that a claim- 
ant will peliain ineligible to. re- 
ceive any benefits for a furth- 
er period of not les than three 
months nor more than one 
year if the claimant knowing- 
ly accepts benefits to which not 
entitled, 
” Persons discharged after 
conviction. of felony or misde- 
meanor in ‘connection with 
work are now ineligible for any 
unemployment ‘benefits until 
they have earned at least $400 
in subsequent employment. 
This is an inerease of $100 in 
earnings previously required 
in this section of the law, 

The law now defines “reg- 
ulay employment” as “work at 
the individual’s customary 
trade, occupation, profession 
or bysiness as opposed to tem- 
porary or odd job employment.” 

There are some terminology
